Charged W i t h Misapplication of the 
B an k 's Funds. 
Chicago, April 24.—Charles C. King, 
president of the First National bank 
of Scotland, S. D., has been arrested 
here by Depjuty United States Mar­ 
shals Griffith and Donovan. 
The arrest was made on information 
reef Wed by the office 
of the United 
States district attorney in this city 
from William G. Porter, the district 
attorney 
at Sioux Falls, 
S. I). 
The 
charges against King are misapplica­ 
tion of the funds of the bonk in the 
sum of $21,277 and of issuing to him­ 
self nine certificates of deposit of $5,- 
000 each and then converting them to 
his own use.
